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NOTE 


This  exhibition,  consisting  of  mural  designs  and  full  size  cartoons 
executed  under  the  program  of  the  Section  of  Fine  Arts  by  Ameri- 
can  Artists,  was  selected  by  members  of  the  Whitney  Museum 
Staff  from  a  comprehensive  exhibition  held  at  the  Corcoran  Gallery 
in  November,  1939.  It  includes  the  winning  designs  in  the  Section's 
Forty-eight  State  Mural  Competition  which  was  for  forty-eight 
mural  panels  to  be  executed  for  designated  post  offices,  one  in  every 
state  in  the  Union.  The  winners  were  selected  by  a  jury  composed 
of  Maurice  Sterne,  Chairman ;  Henry  Varnum  Poor,  Edgar  Miller 
and  Olin  Dows. 

In  accordance  with  the  system  of  anonymous  competitions 
developed  by  the  Section  the  winners  were  selected  by  the  jury 
before  the  blank  sealed  envelopes  containing  the  names  of  the 
artists  were  opened. 

Designs  and  cartoons  which  were  shown  in  the  Section's  previ- 
ous exhibition  at  the  Whitney  Museum  are  not  included  on  this 
occasion. 

The  Section  of  Fine  Arts  is  a  unit  of  the  Federal  Works  Agency, 
Public  Buildings  Administration.  It  supervises  the  decoration  with 
murals  or  sculpture,  or  both,  of  Federal  buildings  constructed  by 
the  Public  Buildings  Administration. 

Visitors  to  this  exhibition  desiring  to  see  installed  work  carried 
out  under  the  program  of  the  Section  of  Fine  Arts  are  reminded  of 
three  places  in  New  York  City  where  such  work  may  be  seen.  In 
the  rotunda  of  the  Custom  House  of  New  York  will  be  found  the 
murals  by  Reginald  Marsh  illustrating  the  life  of  New  York 
Harbor.  Another  series  of  murals,  illustrating  life  on  Manhattan 
Island,  by  Kindred  McLeary,  will  be  found  in  the  public  lobby  of 
the  Madison  Square  Branch  of  the  Post  Office  on  23rd  Street, 
between  Lexington  and  Third  Avenues.  The  Bronx  Post  Office,  at 
145th  Street  and  the  Concourse,  is  decorated  with  two  sculpture 


groups  at  either  side  of  the  Main  Entrance  by  Henry  Kreis  and 
Charles  Rudy,  respectively,  while  the  lobby  is  decorated  with  a 
series  of  murals  by  Ben  Shahn  entitled  "Resources  of  America."
